The corps 
captured something like thirty at 
Gettysburg, nearly a doien at Antie- 
tara. more at Spottsylvanla — In fact, 
the Irish Brigade captured more 
flags and more guns In that ram- 
l»aign of '64 than were captured by 
the rest of the Cnlon army." 

All accepted the tribute as mer- 
ited until Jeremiah Kavanagh. a 
veteran Fenian, Interrupted to say: 
• Had I been in New York on that 
occasion I might have contradicted 
Gen. Miles on one point. The mem- 
bers of the Sixty-ninth, through their 
Colonel. Michael Corcoran, did dis- 
obey an order." The younger mem- 
bers of the group gazed open- 
mouthed. It could not be possible 
that Mr. Kavanagh Intended de- 
tracting from the merits and fame 
of this fighting Irish regiment. He 
soon set their fears at rest. 

"Yes. they disobeyed an order," 
he said. "The Prince of Wales, who 
many years later became Kdward 
VII., King of Kngland. visited New 
Tork in 1860. The Adjutant C.en- 
sral of New York ordered out the 
sixty-ninth Regiment with other 
troops to act as an escort to the 
British Prince. Col. Corcoran. 1 
who was holding a clerical position 
in the New York Post-office, flatly 
refused to call out bis Irish soldiers 
to honor a scion of the house of 
Guelph. The Adjutant General or- 
dered him to be tried by court mar- 
tial for disobedience of orders. 
Other members of the regiment folt 
like Col. Corcoran, but the war 
broke out soon after ami before the 
oourt-niartlal had concluded Its 
work. There were some level heads 
In New York In those days, and one 
of them went to Horuee Greeley, 
then In his prime as editor and polit- 
ical leader, told him to see that the 
court-martial waa stopped, and 
Corcoran and bis regimeut would go 
to the trout. Mr. Greeley tele- 
graphed the Governor of New York, 
the oourt-martial was abandoned and 
within a week Col. Corcoran was 
marching down Broadway at the 
head of 1,300 Irishmen that were 
willing to die for the Stars and 
Stripes, but who were unwilling to 
appear on dresB parade for the 
Prince of Wales. This is some his- 
tory that Oen. Miles has forgotten 
or never knew. 

"At that time I was in San Frun- 
claco," continued Mr. Kavanagh, 
"and when the telegraph brought 
the uews of Corcoran's refusal to 
order out his regiment, there were 
enough of us there to collect a sum 
sufficient to buy and send him a 
solid gold medal three inches In 
diameter and one-fourth of an inch 
thick and appropriately inscribed 
Corcoran was proud of that medal. 1

The oldest llvlug Bishop in the 
I'nlted Slates Is the Right Rev. John 
J Hogan, head of the diocese of 
Kansas City. During the second 
week of this month be celebrated 
the eighty-firs' snniversary of bis 
birth He has been « Bishop for 
forty-two years. Bishop Hogan and 
Cardinal Gibbons are the only mem- 
bers of the American episcopacy who 
were present at the last Vatican 
Council. lu lXt>8 Bishop Hogan 
was appointed. Bishop of St. Joseph. 
Mo. His life nas been an active one. 

Jobu J. Hogan waa bom In the 
County Limerick. Ireland, lu 1830. 
He came to America in 1849. His 
collegiate education had been com- 
pleted lu Ireland and four years 
after hia arrival in America be waa 
ordained priest. He labored In 
various parts of Missouri until 18(8, 
when on September 13 be was con- 
secrated aa Bishop of St. Joseph. 
Twelve years later he was trans- 
ferred to tbe more important see of 
City. 



Slowly but surely the members of 
the House of Lords are being over- 
whelmed, and within a short time 
the upper house of Parliament as 
now constituted will be but a mem- 
ory. The fight in the House ot 
□ommons over the Lords' veto bill 
was renewed on Monday night, when 
an amendment to reject the whole 
bill was defeated by a vote of 362 
to 241. The bill was then paased to 
its third reading by tht «ame major- 
ity. This ends tbe fight in that ' 
quarter. When tbe vote was an- 
nounced several members of tbe 
Liberal party shouted at the Union- 
ists: "Now toe the line and take it 
like men." It is expected that the 
bill will go to the House of Lords at 
an early date. 

On the same night debate was re 
newed In the House of Lords on the 
second reading of Lord Lansdowne's 
bill for the reconstltutlon ot the 
House of Lords. Speeches support- 
ing the bill lacked enthusiasm. Lord 
Morley, spokesman for the wovern- 
inent, Insisted that the passage of 
the veto bill must precede any set- 
tlement or compromise with respect 
to the upper .chamber. He threw 
out the suggestion that in any re- 
construction of the Lords the num- 
ber would be restricted to 100. This 
is regarded as foreshadowing the 
Government's purpose when the re- 
form of the Lords comes before it. 

Lord Lansdowne's scheme for the 
reform of the House of Lords has 
not won a single Liberal and has 
made the Liberals now more confi- 
dent and aggressive than ever. The 
Lords have resolved to accept the 
veto bill on its second reading. The 
I'eers will postpono th" subsequent 
stages until after the coronation and 
then will begin an attempt to cajole 
the Liberals Into a compromise of 
some kind. The Liberals will be 
isked to drop the veto bill und ac- 
cept a new and reformed House of 
Lords as a substitute. This sug- 
gestion haB already been dismissed 
by the Liberals. Then the LordB 
will propose the dropping of home 
rule from the scope of the veto bill. 
That suggestion has been rejected 
with equal emphasis. All their sug- 
gestions having been rejected, the 
Lords will finally accept the veto 
bill in its present shape, and then 
will come the Introduction and fight 
over the home rule bill. 

From all indications tbe bill will 
be paased through the House of 
Commons by next summer. If it is 
rejected by the Lords a rierce agita- 
tion will open In the country, and 
some .persons suppose that with tbe 
veto gone, the Lords may consent to 
some compromise which will relieve 
the Liberals and Irish from the 
necessity of passing a borne rule bill 
the second and third time and wait- 
ing another year before it becomes 
a law. 

It is espected that the passage of 
a home rule hill will do much to- 
ward uniting the English and Irish 
masses. It will mean tbe opening of 
a new era of International amity, the 
effects of which will spread far be- 
yond the frontier of Kugiand and 
Ireland, and indeed is expected to 
pass beyond even tbe wider limits of 
the British empire. Yet this is only 
a dream of peace •> come. Kveu 
should the Irish be given home rule 
tomorrow, even though they would 
forgive the British for wrongs of 
the past, tbey csn not forget the 
glorious history of Ireland and the 
sacrifices and struggles ot her cbll 
dren for civil and religious liberty 
throughout the Isst ten centuries.

Union labor never won a mightier 
rlctory than that of Monday, when 
:he Supreme Court of the I'nlted 
fltates aet ailde the sentence of 
Imprisonment against .Samuel Uom- 
pers. John Mitchell and Frank Morrl- ( 
son, President, Vice President and : 
Secretary respectively of the Amerl-| 
can Federation of Labor, who had 
been sentenced to Jail for contempt 
of court. The declaloti of the Supreme 
Court appears to be the end of the 
labor war between the American 
Federation of Labor and the Rucks 
Stove and Range Company. The 
highest judicial tribunal In the land 
has left with the lower court the 
right to reopen the contempt pro- 
ceedings. It Is hardly probable that 
this grant of power will be accepted. 

In the opinion of the court the 
proceeding brought against the offi- 
cers of the labor organization was 
for civil contempt, which could be 
punished only by a fine. The 
sentence of the lower court to 
Imprisonment was the penalty for 
contempt, and in the premises there- 
fore ft wa* not a legal punishment. 

The decision is a »ad blow to 
Socialism. The American Socialists 
have been contending that there was 
no chance for labor unions to get 
justice from any Judicial tribunal In 
the land. The decision rendered 
Monday take* away their last 
weapon. 

It Is a victory for organized labor 
hut It glveB labor unions no license 
to disobey the courts. The wording 
of the decision la so Dlaln that he 
who runs may read.

in <>\\ AT TRUSTS. 



Tbe Supreme Court of the United 
States hit the trusts a hard blow 
Monday when It decided in favor of 
the Government and against the 
Standard Oil Company. It wa* a 
decision anxloualy awaited by the 
corporations and by the people. The 
Supreme Court holds that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is a corporation In 
reatralnt of trade; that this giant 
corporation muat be dissolved within 
six months. At tbe same time the 
court holds that corporations whose 
contracts are not "unreasonably 
restrictive of competition" are not 
affected. It also threw out the 
•uggeatlon that other great corpora- 
tions whose acta may be called Into 
question will be dealt with according 
to the merits of their particular 
cases. To make the matter positive 
the court was unanimous as to the 
main features of the decision. Judge 
Harlan only dissenting aa to a 
limitation of the application of tbe 
Sherman antl-truat law. 

This Is a hard blow to one of the 
largest corporations of the world. 
None doubt the wisdom of the de- 
cision, yet Its aunoucement ha* done 
wonders toward reatorlng confidence 
In our American courts. 



The editor of the Providence
